The greet qneetlon of keeping the 
boy and girl on the farm would be 
more than half solved If people would 
only realize the important part the 
^ egetabIe garden playa In thia regaid. 
It la hardly Ukely that too maeb at- 
tention can be given the vegetables, 
for it there Is a surplus of any kind 
of produce, a ready market may be 
found for It In tbe nearby towns. 

In locating the garden, the question 
of Its proximity to the house Is of vast 
ImportaDce, (or naturally most of the 
work la done during spare moments 
that could not be taken advantage uf 
if the garden were located a half mil<> 
from the house. Too often It ia the 
case that all of the gathering and mott 
of tbe work is done by the farmer'd 
wife. Even where tbe work ta done by 
a man, tbe women of the houaebold go 
back and forth between tbe house and 
garden many times during the year. 
AH these tbinga tend to add to tbe 
work of the already overburdened 
houaewlfe, which condition eould be 
materially Improved by ezerclalng a 
little care and forethought In locating 
the garden apot

To Throw Bodies on Manure Heap le 
to Invite Spread of Dlaeaee— 
amall Crematory It Within 
Reach of Poultry Man. 

(By R PEARLk) 

On every poultry plant and around 
erery farm there Is bound to ocotir 
from time to time a greater or less 
number ef dea t h s of ehleks and adult 
fowl! tttm d l asbaa er oOar natural 

rausps. 

The dlapoaal of tbeail dead bodies 
pfTera a problem to the ponltryman. 

ttie rorrert golutlon of which may In 
nmny rases heoome a Very Important 
ni.itter. This Is eapeclally true In the 
CROPn of rfpnih from rontaglous dls- 
eagpH. The method usually practlred 
by the farmer and poultryroan for the 
dtfiposltlon of (lead carcassea Is sani- 
tary In the extreme. To throw the 
dead bodies on the manure pile Is to 
Invite the spread of the disease. Bury- 
InR la far from being a satisfactory 
way of dealing with the matter. Un- 
less burled deeply, there is likelihood 
that dogs or other marauding animals 
win dig out the carcassea and scat- 
ter parts of them on the fop of tbe 
ground. 

The only really sanitary method of 
dealing with dead bodies Is to Inciner- 
ate them. The dlffloulty of following 
tills plan If that the farmer usually 
does not have any suitajble source 
of heat ready at hand at all times. 

To meet this requirement there has 
recently been devised by the experi- 
ment station of an eastern state a 
small crematory, which In point of 
cost Is within the reach of every poul- 
tryman or farmer. 

This crematory' Is very simple In 
construction. It rei.siiiiH of a cement 
base or fire box, luaritiK on its top 




a series of grate bars which are in 
turn covered by a cremating box or 
oven In which the material to ba tar 

cinerated Is placed. 

In building this, place in tbe exca- 
vation fur the base a quantity of 
loose stones and gravel to Insure ade- 
quate dralnai;e below the cement. The 
liisidt' (ilinenslons of the fire box base 
arc :! fct, ;! Inches by 1 foot, '.M,;, 
tnrhes by 1 lout, i Inches. The out- 
ride dinieiislniis - :! feet, I inches by 
2 feet, •] inelies. Wliilo the cement is 
still soft, pliii iieniHH the top some 
old ^niif liars, v.liicli lorin tlie urate 
on whieli llic nuitcrial to be 'jiiriied is 
placed, rile ill. iiM raliiiK < lumber Is 
made of t-aivaiilzed lion— liiij;lli, 2 
feet, 2 Inches; width.-l foot, lo Inclips;

Is cut a round hole proteetfd by a 
lilnged eover. The n'llvaiiizcd box 
has no bottom, but is placed on top 
of the ^:rate bars and helj llrmly in 
iilacc while tlio eemi'iit ia worked up 
around it.^ U.wcr ( dwes. In tlie luiek 
of ;liis In,x in an (ipriiiiiK lor a pii'ce 
of stove pipe. When not lu use this 
pipe may be removed and stored In- 
sMe the box. A large woodin box 
Bboulii ht' kept over the galvanized 
box, when the crematory Is not in use, 
to protect it trim ti.e weather.
